The Woodland Mail says the news 


from St. Louis and the Southwell indi- 
cate » very serious condition of affairs 
in tbe transportation interests of a great 
region ol country, which condition is al- 
ready greatly effecting ail other inter- 
ests. This strike has been brought 
about by a difficulty with the employes 
•f the Texas Pacific Railway, whoa* em- 
ployes are on a strike. ID assistance 
of this strike the employes of the Gould 
ayatem of road centering in St. Louis 
hare related to handle Texas & Pacific 
cars. This refusal has lead to the stop- 
page of all railroad work at 8t. Louis 
and on the bridge across tbe Mississippi 
at that point. 
No freight is being 


handled, and only the trains carrying 
mails are started, A preesnre of tbe 
patrons of the road is being brought to 
bear ou railway officials, and it is 
thought that they will be obliged te 
comply with 
tht demands of 
tte 


strikers. 


This very incident shows tbe extent 


which the wage workers of the country 
have perfected their organization and 
tbe power which has been given them 
by the thorough organization they have 
effected. The grievances of laborers in 
an isolated place in one State hare 
oaused an almost total suspension of the 
traisportation facilities of a great city 
one thousand miles awa^and has had a 
telling effect on the commerce of no'less 
than four great States, besides a minor 
effect upon certain branches of trade 
still other States, And all this has been 
done peacefully, quietly, without con- 
fusion or disorder, or the least violence 
whatever. The organization of laborers 
aays to the immediate employee of la- 
bor "Do justice to these dissatisfied 
men, or we will quit." A refusal to do 
the requested justice and all the men 
belonging to the organization stop work. 
At a distant city the laborers demand 
that their employers have no connection 
•with the offending corporation. A re- 
fusal is given, these men quit work and 
no one will take their places. There ii 
no power in the world that can compel 
Ben to work, and the business of whole 
States suffer bee* us* of that fact. Thin 
it is but a step until a pressure is brought 
to bear by all business men upon the of- 
fending corporations, and they must 
yield. 


This power which the laboring men 


of the United States have developed is a 
tremendous one; but it exists and will 
continue to do so as one of the moving 
tontrolling forces of society. Wisely 
handled it cannot fail to be one of great 
good. So far it has been used in wis- 
dom and moderation. Its future use 
will be watched by all men with great 
interest, and with an abiding hope that 
it may serve as a astfnl adjunct to the 
economical forces of society rather than 
a dangerous and harmful enemy. That 
it will be useful and valuable to any 
faith in humankind firmly believe, 
Like the possession of liberty, the pos- 
session of power by the people awakens 
them to their responsibilities and raises 
them to planes where they are equal to 
those responsibilities. 


BOUND MI.VER TALK. 


In his late silfer speech in thi United 


States Senate, Mr. Pugb, of Alabama, 
said: "Mr. President, when We come 
to reflect upon all that has been done 
disparage silver, its defense of itself 
must be considered the best evidence of 
its etablili^r that could be offered. 
It 


has been assailed in every conceivable 
direction. It ho been stabbed and be- 
trayed in the bouse of its friends, whose 
duty it was made by law to protect it. 
In 1373 it was demonetized because it 
was worth more than gold and would 
not circulate; they ssek in 1886 to de- 
monetize it because it is worth less than 
gold and will circulate. The fact that 
in spite of all thtse assaults it is only 
20 per cent, less than gold, and that it 
will still buy as much of the necessaries 
ef life as it ever would and even as 
much as gold, is a stronger argument in 
behalf of iu stability and value a* a 
medium of exchange than any I could 
make. No wonder it is BO popular with 
the people. Perhaps the most unfair 
treatment which it has received consists 
in the refusal of the Government to pay 
it to tbe public creditors as required by 
the law and contract. 
The anxiety 


manifested by our Governmeat to pay 
these creditors something more than 
they are entitled to receive has, I will 
ventste to say, never been equalled by 
that of any otbtr people since nations 
began to borrow money."

A Pars special of the 12th says: Henri 


Cetnoschi, th* Italian champion of bi- 
metallism, lectured last night upon tbe 
monetary question and the economical 
crisis in the grand amphitheater of the 
Eoole del Hautei Etude Oommeroialei, 
me de Toctjueville. M. Cernuschi elo- 
quently denounced Germany and Eng- 
land as the primary causes for the pres- 
ent economic crisis in France and else- 
where. 
He said those two nations 


cause all the evil by their pig-headed 
refusal to f I permanently the relative 
value of silver and gold, and that the 
crisis would go from bad to worse so 
long as the divorce between the two 
precious metals continued. M. Cernus- 
ohi went into details on the Anglo-In- 
dian situation, and maintained that the 
continued fall in value in tbe rupee was 
pregnant with the most terrible conse- 
quences, not only to India, but to tha 
world at large. The lecturer said later 
to a reporter: "What I want to call 
special attention to is the fact that the 
scarcity of gold has nothing whatever to 
de with the crisis. If, to-day, all the 
silver franes, 
shillings, marks and 


roubles of Europe were suddenly trans- 
ferred by the magician's wand into (old, 
tbe situation would not be permanently 
changed. Asia has one standard, Eu- 
rope has another; bimetallism is the sole 
remedy."

He effects no concealment 
about being an aspirant himself for the 
first place, and he does not intend to be 
passive in his ambition, in tbe delusion 
that the nomination may come to him 
unsought.

and commenced distributing the papers 
throughont the district south of Market 
and east of Tenth streets. 


The rest of the city was covered Sat- 


urday by the International Cigar-Mak- 
ern. The printers were received very 
favorably by all citizens visited.

WASHINGTON, March 13,—The Ways 


and Means Committee this moraing was 
devoted to the hearing of gentlemen 
interested in the wool industry. John 
T. Clark, a wool grower and flock 
master, of Pennsylvania, was tbe first 
speaker. After giving the history of tbe 
growth of the wool industry in bis sec- 
tion of the country, he reviewed the 
condition of the industry under tbe 
various tariff Acts. Under the Act of 
1867 the grower had fair living profits 
The Act of 1883 had injured the indus- 
try, and in 1881 and 18&5 sheep worth

each 
were 
itold 
at 


any 
price—10, 25 or 
50 
cents, 


and many farmers had 
abandoned 


wool growing. The domestic grower 
could not grow wool in competition with 
the English grower on Australian lands. 
If the industry was broken down at home 
epeealators would control the market 
and consumers would have to pay more 
[or their clothes. Growers did not aak 
for a prohibitionarv tariff, bat reoogniz- 
that the Act of 1883 was a step back- 
ward they asked for the restoration of 
the rates of 1879. The speaker pro- 
tested against tariff agitatiou by revision 
of the tariff as a disturbance of business 
and postponement of the repose needed 
for the recovery from g"*' industrial 
depression. The passage of the bill 
would, he said, inflict a blow upon 
manufactures that would inevitably re- 
coil npon tbe interests of domestic wool 
production, iu the destruction of its 
home market.

offered a resolution in the Secramento 
anti-Chinese convention, reciting that

The President is a pretty regular 


ohuich-goer. Not that be attends every 
Sunday, but he is probably quite as reg- 
ular in his attendance as the average 
citizen. Perhaps it may iuterest tbe 
reader of this correspondence, citizens 
of the Republic, to know how tbe Pres- 
ident goes to church. Of course ha 
goes iu his carriage. Promptly at a 
quarter before 11 on Sunday morning, 
"Albert," a colored man, who has 
driven tbe Presidential carriage since 
General Grant's first term, appear be- 
fore the White House with tht seal 
browns. Tbe President has three seal 
browns now, so that he always baa his 
team, even if one of them does get out 
o< working trim. Tbe President is usu- 
ally attended when be goes to church, 
either by Miss Cleveland or some of the 
visiting ladies at the White House. 
The church is a dozen squares away 
from tbe Presidential Mansion, aud tb» 
start is generally made an much an ten 
minutes before the time for the begin- 
ning of services. The route is down 
Pennsylvania avenue, past the great 
Treasury building, closed and grim and 
silent on Sundays, past the 
Biggs 


House, wheae President Garfield utup- 
ped btforo his inauguration, where 
Vice-President Heudrioks lived when 
here, past the street leading to the old 
theater where President Lincoln was 
shot, pant the Potomac Depot where 
Garnet* fell by the assassin's bullet, 
past the National Hotel where so many 
statesmen of renown have lived during 
their stay in Washington, past the Met- 
ropolitan Church where Grant attended 
when President aud up to the door of a 
rather small, rather plain, rather old- 
fashioned church, situated on Fourth 
street, a square from Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, and five minutes' walk from the 
Capitol. This drive takes perhaps five 
minutes, for the seal browns are fast, 
tbe avenue is as smooth as it floor, and 
tbe President dots not like the attention 
that his eiuipags attracts when he ride* 
slowly. 


Arriving at the church, tbe President 


and bis party enter, turning to the left, 
up a rather dark, olJ-lashioued flight of 
•lairs, which It-ads to the audience-room 
of the church, fiis pew is one of the 
central line, and about tbe eigbih iu 
number, counting buck, from tbe front. 
As h« cornea down the aisle, attended by 
th« nsber, all eyes are upon him. 
Everybody looks and unriges his neigh- 
bor, nod thu whisper, "the President." 
KOes all over the church. 
If you are 


near euough to gel a good look at him 
»» h» passes, yon will probably be dm 
appointed. Tbe art of tbe photographer 
and tbe engraver and the lithographer 
have eliminated from his portraits a 
gooil many <l»«p indontalious which no 
iirt o»u remove from his face. He ram 
not truthfully be called n handsome 
man. He ia too stout to bave a hand- 
some figure, hm neck id too short ami 
hm fact1 too fat aud too much imicnted 
to he bamlsoint). His neck is very 
»hort, very short indeed, and the old- 
(aHhmned tit.tiidtnil collar which he weam 
waken it look larger and shorter. It is 
not an ordinary standing collar, but a 
crohB between the dude collar of to-day 
aud tlio bigb-flariiii! opVn collar ibul 
your Krandfath' r wore. It flares out at 
tbe lop something like an Elizabethan 
ruffl'.', nud makes thu neck look larger 
aud shorter than anything else Unit 
could be put OQ it, and you will find 
yourself rei-alliUK the eitnpaigu stories 
thai Mr. Cl-reUiid noul.l take off bin 
collar without iinf'tsieniiiKit. His»ver- 
coat is a good black oue, fitting fairly 


well, but not possessed of tbe elegant 
"set" which characterized that of bit 
immediate predecessor in tbe . White 
House. When be removes it there i* 
revealed a respectable black "Prince 
Albert" coat, which fits bis fat figure 
well. He seats himself in the outer end 
of the pew, fidgets about uneasily as 
though distressed at the thought that he 
is tbe target for all eyes. His entrance Is 
the signal for the choir to begin its 
morning "voluntary" whicb is followed 
by tbe long meter doxolegy and a brief 
invocation by the smooth-faced little 
clergyman. During the britf prayer, 
which is delivered before the congrega- 
tion has taken its seat, the President 
bows bis bead so much tbe people lose 
sight for a moment of the little round 
bald spot atop, which is always visible 
when the bead is erect. Wheu tbe 
hymn is given out, the lady occupants 
of the pew find their own hymn book 
and hymn. Whether it is not the fash- 
ion in Buffalo for the gentlemen to find 
the hymns for the lady wbo sits next to 
him in tbe. pew, or whether the Presi- 
dent is absent-minded is not necessary 
to inquire; anyway the President seems 
to take no notice of the bymu book, 
either before or d • ring the singing. He 
rises when tbe congregation rises clasps 
bis hand behind his back, looks about 
bin, but never at the hymn book, which 
is in the hands of his neighbor, shifts 
from one foot to another as tbe singing 
goes on, sometimes swaying the body 
back and forth, and sits down with an 
air of relief when it is over. When tbe 
prayer is offered 
be does not bow 


bis head as do most of them about him. 
He leans back in the corner of the pew, 
settles his head as deeply as possible 
into tbe flaring collar, inclines a little 
forward, and sits motionless. 
When 


tbe paster prays for the "Chief Magis- 
trate of the nation" his head droops a 
little lower, and the bald spot disappears 
from the covert glances that are shot at 
him from the back seats. When the 
basket comes round he is faithful to his 
week-day profession, depositing not a 
a silver coin, as almost everybody else 
does, but a neatly-folded^bill. As be 
drops his bill in tbe basket, be passes 
this necessary article of church furni- 
ture along to the other end of the pew, 
receives tba contribution, uud returns it 
to the deacon, wbo moves down the 
isle. 


During the sermon he listens carefully. 


to what ia said. Ha fidgits more or less 
however—now leaning bock in the cor- 
ner of the pew with arms folded, now 
with arms thrown over the back of his 
seat, 
now leaning bis big roand 


bead ou his arm, and now 
putting 


bis hand to his smoothly-shaven face, 
or toying with his mustache or lower 
lip in a nervous sort of way: When the 
sermon is over, he riies with tbe congre- 
gation as they join in the closing hymn, 
puts on bis overcoat as the singing goes 
on, aud ia ready to start when two bsn- 
ediction is finished 
Of course he is 


tbe center of all eyes when be moves 
out of the pew aud down the aisle, ac- 
companied by his ladiea. 
The occn- 


panto of the rear pew wait determinedly 
until he bat paused, staring at hint as 
though he were a Uttooecl man in a 
dime museum, and making remarks 
about bis personal appearance as ROOII as 
be has passed out of hearing, perhaps 
sooner. He tries to appear unconscious 
of fact that be is tbe center of all eyes, 
nods to those in ths congregation whom 
he ha* learned to know since he came 
here, and moves out through the crowd 
at door, hurries into hia carriage, which 
is waiting, und returns to the White 
House as he uauie, witb tha seal browns 
in a swinging 'trot.—Washington Corr.
